Do you know that the Grove Park Inn has 
not one but two lobbies, each designed 
and built in 1913? 


Did you know that the Grove Park Inn has 
her own ghost - the famous Pink Lady? 


Do you know which Roycroft craftsman 
designed, built and installed the massive 


chandeliers in the Great Hall? 


And do you know which famous American 


novelist lived at the Grove Park Inn for 
two years - and almost committed suicide 
here? 


These are just a few of the nuggets 
of information you will discover on any 
of the Friday walking tours of the Grove 
Park Inn. Since her opening on July 12, 
1913, millions of people have stayed at the 
Grove Park Inn, but the majority of them 
have left without knowing some of the 
more intriguing facts about her history. 

The architectural inspiration for the 
hotel came from the Old Faithful Inn at 
Yellowstone National Park. E.W. Grove, 
the owner of the hotel and 1200 acres of 
land surrounding it, conceived the idea of 
a hotel which would lure home buyers to 
north Asheville. It fell to his son-in-law, 
Frederick L. Seely, a former newspaper 
publisher, to design and construct the ho- 
tel, a task which he was determined to 
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complete in just one year. Seely, who 

had known Elbert Hubbard since 1908 
and who had purchased several pieces of 
Roycroft furniture for his home, chose to 
build and furnish the hotel in the Arts & 
Crafts style, from Roycroft, Heywood- 
Wakefield, Old Hickory and White Com- 
pany furniture to hand-hammered Wallace 
flatware, Roycroft lighting and a gift shop 
selling Newcomb, Roseville and Pisgah 
Forest Pottery. 

While over the years many changes 
have taken place at the Grove Park Inn, 
the present owner and management team 
have embraced the Inn's Arts & Crafts 
heritage and have worked to bring back 
many of the hotel's original furnish- 
ings (including the 1913 pool table on 
view on the 10th floor of the Vanderbilt 
Wing) and, where necessary, high quality 
reproductions made by current artisans, 
including several in our show. 

For additional information on the 
history of the hotel and the role of the 
Roycrofters, autographed copies of Bruce 
Johnson’s book Built for the Ages: A His- 
tory of the Grove Park Inn are available 
on the tenth floor of the Books, Maga- 
zines & More Show.

Ironically, the only complaint I 
have received has been that by sched- 
uling several topics at once, you have 
to make a tough decision. But if I 
didn't, our Small Group Discussions 
would become Large Group Presen- 
tations in Small, Crowded Rooms. I 
do try to bring back the most popular 
topics and occasionally to run a topic 
on more than one day, but since our 
leaders are volunteers, I can only ask 
for so much of their conference time. 

So, study the topics on this page 
and on page 40 (Saturday) and page 
65 (Sunday), make your decisions, 
show up early to get a seat - and bring 
your questions and suggestions to the

Our resident woodworker Chuck Conner has returned this 
year to again demonstrate classic Arts & Crafts joinery 
techniques in his booth in the Contemporary Craftsfirms 
Show. This year Chuck will be demonstrating how to 
make a keyed tenon. In case the term sounds unfamiliar, 

it is made by inserting a wedge-shaped piece of wood 
through a slot cut in a tenon protruding through the side of 
а board. Keyed tenons are most often seen on the sides of 
Stickley bookcases and on the Roycroft "Little Journeys" 
bookstands. Regardless of whether you are a budding 
woodworker or furniture collector, you will enjoy the 
education you will receive just watching Chuck Conner for 
a few minutes. Stop by his booth during show hours, then 
see how many keyed tenons you can spot in the Antiques 
Show, the Contemporary Craftsfirms Show and the Grove 
Park Inn's collection.

Begun in 1901 as a woodcarving class for the sons of Biltmore 
Estate workers, Biltmore Industries soon grew to include the 
weaving of homespun cloth on oak looms, carving bowls and 
bookends and building handmade furniture. Founded and sup- 
ported by George and Edith Vanderbilt, the Biltmore Estate 
Industries won several awards and honors at national competi- 
tions and expositions. In 1917, after the death of George Vander- 
bilt in 1914, the business was purchased by Frederick L. Seely, 
designer and manager of the Grove Park Inn. 

That same year Seely began construction on five Arts & 
Crafts workshops on the grounds of the hotel. Renamed Biltmore 
Industries in 1917, the young men and women created hand- 
woven cloth for suits and hand-carved bookends, bowls, stools, 
stands, picture frames and other articles for sale to Asheville 
residents and tourists. 


After years of neglect, the Blomberg family, owners since 
1953, made the decision to restore and preserve the buildings, 
transforming them into artisan workshops, a museum, a cafe, the 
nationally-ranked Grovewood Gallery, and an antique automo- 
bile museum. This daily tour will take you through buildings 
which appear much as they did during the Arts & Crafts era, 
giving you the opportunity to view one of the country’s few 
continually operated Arts & Crafts enterprises. 

Each free tour will start at the Biltmore Industries Museum, 
the third building on the right as you enter the grounds. Not all 
buildings are handicap accessible, nor are they all heated, so 
please dress appropriately. For more details on the history of 
Biltmore Industries and their weekend hours, see page 76.

Robert Winter has been the inspiration for thousands of 
Arts & Crafts enthusiasts from his Pasadena home in the 
“Land of the Bungalow” to Asheville’s “Land of the Big 
Sky.” As far back as 1957 he wrote his doctoral thesis on 
organic architecture and ever since has been researching, 
writing and speaking on the Arts & Crafts movement. He 
has written more than a dozen books and countless articles, 
and has lectured (and sung) his way across the country and 
back several times. He lives in tilemaker Ernest Bachel- 
der's bungalow in Pasadena, where, after more than forty 
years teaching college students, he continues to write and 
remain busy with civic, historical, cultural and preservation 
duties in and around Los Angeles. His face is familiar to 
those of us at the Grove Park Inn, for Robert has appeared 
here several times, inspiring both young and old alike to 
embrace the Arts & Crafts lifestyle with his characteristic 
enthusiasm, charm and laughter.

Richard D. Mohr is Professor of Philosophy and of the Classics 
at the University of Illinois (Urbana). He is interested in the 
design principles of the Arts & Crafts movement, especially as 
they are realized in architecture and ceramics. He has written 
extensively on Western lodges and American art tiles and has 
presented seminars on these topics at previous Grove Park Inn 
Arts & Crafts conferences. 

He is the author of Pottery, Politics, Art: George Ohr and the 
Brothers Kirkpatrick (2003), which gives revisionist interpreta- 
tions to both Ohr’s work and the Kirkpatricks’ Anna Pottery and 
discusses the influence of the Kirkpatricks on Ohr. 

His articles on the decorative arts and architecture have 
appeared in Architectural Record, Art Issues, Folk Art, The Out- 
sider, Old House Journal, the Journal of the American Art Pot- 
tery Association, American Bungalow, Flash Point, The Tabby, 
and Style 1900. 

Richard also writes on ancient philosophy and contemporary 
social issues. His most recent books are The Long Arc of Justice 
(2005) and God and Forms in Plato (2006). A public intellec- 
tual, he has published in the Boston Globe, the Chicago Tribune, 
Reason Magazine, the Nation, the Advocate, and the Chronicle of 
Higher Education. 

In October, Richard will be lecturing on the Anna Pottery to 
the annual seminar of the American Ceramics Circle, held this 
year at the Walters Museum of Art in Baltimore.

The Roycroft Inn 


In 1897 Elbert Hubbard built a print shop 
(now part of the Roycroft Inn) on the lot 
north of his home on Grove Street. The 
following year a three story phalanstery 

was added to the rear of the print shop. 
Shortly thereafter a wing of workrooms was 
extended form the phalanstery southward 
toward the rear of Hubbard’s home. 


Elbert Hubbard possessed an exceptional 
ability to tweak the popular imagination 
and quickly began to enjoy success as the 
writer/editor of The Philistine: A 
Magazine of Protest, The Fra, and of the 
Little Journeys series. The popularity of the 
publications led to a demand for Hubbard 
on the national lecture circuit, and in 1899 
he was awarded an honorary Mlaster’s degree 
from Tufts University. As a consequence 

of these events, and the extraordinary 
popularity of his 1899 essay “A Message 

to Garcia”, Hubbard began to develop an 
expanded vision of his small printing 
enterprise and built the second print shop. 
The first print shop became an Inn to 
accomodate the many visitors curious to 


see what was going on on the Campus.

The Roycroft Print Shop was founded by 
Elbert Hubbard in 1895 in the small town 
of East Aurora, NY. While the Roycroft 
Shops eventually included furniture and 
metalware industries, the printing of 
books and magazines always remained 
the primary emphasis on the campus. 

The Roycroft printing style was 
unique. Influenced by the Kelmscott Press 
of William Morris, the Roycroft style was 
characterized by strength, quaintness and 
legibility. Quality was never sacrificed. 
The craftsmen and women in East Aurora 
were steeped in a favorable work atmo- 
sphere and were inspired by Arts & Crafts 
traditions and ideals.

The American Art Pottery Association 
will hold its annual convention in the 
Philadelphia, PA and Lambertville, NJ 
metropolitan area on April 23 — 27. This 
is the first time that the national conven- 
tion will be held in this metropolitan 
area, and the rich ceramic and art heritage 
holds the promise of a memorable gather- 
ing. The convention will be headquar- 
tered at the Sheraton Bucks County Hotel 
in Langhome, Pennsylvania, located near 
I-95 and Route 1.

The auction, featuring several hundred 
lots of vintage and contemporary art 
pottery, will be held at the Rago Arts and 
Auction Center in Lambertville, NJ on 
Friday, April 25th at 5:30pm and will be 
conducted by Greg Belhorn of Belhorn 
Auction Services, LLC. The auction 
preview and book signing event will 
begin at 4:00pm. 


The country's greatest two-day pot- 
tery show and sale, featuring dozens of 
pottery dealers from throughout America, 
will be held at the headquarters hotel on 
Saturday, April 26th and Sunday, April 
27th. The sale will feature American 
and European art pottery, along with 
contemporary pottery. The event opens 
to convention registered members for a 
private viewing and sale on Saturday from 
11:00am — Noon. The show and sale will 
be open to the general public from Noon 
— 5:00pm Saturday, and from 11:00am 
— 4:00pm Sunday. Admission is $6.00 
per person for non-convention registered 
members and the general public. Activi- 
ties scheduled as part of the show include 
hourly prizes and “Booth Chats” on both 
days, plus a pottery identification table on 
Sunday. 

The 2008 convention will feature two 
tours. The Wednesday April 23rd event 
will be a strolling tour of Philadelphia's 
quintessential sites such as Independence 
Hall, the Liberty Bell, Franklin Court, and 
Elfreth's Alley, along with spectacular art. 
A tour highlight will be the world's largest 
Tiffany Studios mural, located in the for- 
mer Curtis Publishing Company Building. 
Based on Maxfield Parrish’s painting The 
Dream Garden, this 1915 mosaic mea- 
sures 15 by 49 feet and contains 100,000 
glass pieces in 260 colors. Lunch will be 
at the historic Reading Terminal, an 1893 
train station that now houses the Pennsyl- 
vania Convention Center. 

The Thursday April 24th bus tour 
will focus on the accomplishments of 
Henry Chapman Mercer at three National 
Historic Landmark structures collectively 
known as the “Mercer Mile.” An archae- 
ologist, ceramist, scholar, and antiquar- 
ian, Mercer's singular vision has created 
a remarkable legacy, The morning will 
feature tours of Fonthill and the Moravian 
Pottery and Tile Works, Mercer built 
Fonthill between 1908 and 1912 as his 
home, The building is an eclectic mix of 
Medieval, Gothic, and Byzantine architec- 
tural styles, and is significant for its early 
use of poured reinforced concrete, The 
castle boasts forty-four rooms, eighteen- 
fireplaces, and more than 200 windows of 
varying sizes and shapes, 


The interior walls, floors and ceilings 
are elaborately adorned with an 
incredible array of Mercer’s own hand- 
crafted Moravian tiles, as well as tiles 
from around the world that he had col- 
lected. Nearby, the 1912 Moravian Pot- 
tery and Tile Works building is maintained 
as a working history museum. Handmade 
tiles are still produced in a manner similar 
to that developed by Mercer, the pottery’s 
founder and builder, who directed work at 
the pottery from its inception in 1898 until 
his death in 1930. 

After lunch on the grounds of the pot- 
tery, the tour will continue in the center of 
Doylestown, where attendees can choose 
to visit the Mercer Museum, the James 
Michener Art Museum, or stroll and visit 
galleries and shops. 

The Mercer Museum is a testament to 
its founder’s recognition of the need to 
preserve the outmoded material of daily 
life in America before it was swept away 
by the Industrial Revolution. Mercer 
gathered tens of thousands of items from 
the mid-19th century and earlier, built a 
six-story concrete castle from 1913-1916 
to share the collection with the public, and 
arranged the artifacts in a thematic classifi- 
cation system of his own devising. Henry 
Ford called it the only museum in America 
worth visiting. 

The Michener Art Museum, founded 
in 1988 in the former 1884 Bucks County 
jail, is home to an outstanding collection 
of works by Pennsylvania Impressionists 
and showcases important artists of the 
Bucks County region.

Reflects on the [е of К шап ims 


When Bruce Johnson asked me to write about Craftsman Farms 
from my perspective as the new Executive Director, I had to 
smile. I have become so infatuated by the Farms that people 
don't often have to ask me to speak about the site! 

It is only by physically being in the one place that Gustav 
Stickley designed, built, and lived in, that we find the true sense 
of the man and his vision. In our 21st Century world of “virtual” 
internet experience, the deep, visceral experience that only oc- 
curs by actually being in the physical presence of something his- 
toric, profound, or beautiful is a rare and meaningful occurrence. 

That is what The Stickley Museum at Craftsman Farms is all 
about. It is about the actual experience of walking the grounds 
of Craftsman Farms, of standing beneath the giant log beams 
in the living room ceiling, and of seeing the furnishings and 
details that were carefully chosen for that particular setting. That 
experience affects us in ways that Arts and Craft books, websites, 
programs, films and lectures can never approach. 

As we make that direct and personal connection with the 
Farms and the architecture and landscape which was Stickley's 
everyday world, we can begin to comprehend the Utopia he 
envisioned. We can see the simple "rightness" of his choices and 
understand the philosophy of the Arts and Crafts Movement in 
ways in which words fall short. 

It is my goal, as Executive Director, to make that personal 
connection everything it can be not just for those of us fortunate 
enough to be here everyday, but for every visitor to the Farms. 
Visits to Craftsman Farms are intensely personal and frequently 
life-changing experiences. When Stickley first envisioned 
Craftsman Farms he planned to use it as a model farm to teach 
the values he held dear to him. He envisioned that a visit to the 
working farm would indeed be a personal and life changing ex- 
perience. So that is the direction in which we are moving today. 

And we are making great strides towards that goal. As I 
reflect back on 2007, the list of accomplishments makes me glow 
with pride. In the past year The Stickley Museum at Craftsman 
Farms has had visitors and members from twenty-eight states 
and seventeen countries. Our first “Family Day” brought over 
500 visitors in a single afternoon. We are definitely broadening 
our reach! 

And this year’s visitors encountered a site that was much 
more well-cared for and alive than that of the previous year. In 
the spring of 2007 the Craftsman Farms Foundation, with the 
guidance of a historic conservator, completely refurbished the 
Log House kitchen. The project was completed on time and 
under budget! That’s not something many organizations can say. 

Later that spring, the site expanded to thirty acres when a 
four-acre parcel of the remaining Craftsman Farms property 
was purchased by the Township of Parsippany, and leased to the 
Craftsman Farms Foundation. The new tract contains several 
original Stickley buildings including the massive stone stables, a 
milk house, and the ruins of the barn.

In addition to these changes, 2007 brought many successes 
that are not as visible to the visitor, but which will yield dramatic 
long-range benefits to the Farms. The most important of these is 
that the Foundation retired all of its debt, and has begun building 
an endowment to ensure the future stability of the organization. 

In 2007 the Foundation was awarded a number of significant 
grants. The Morris County Historic Preservation Trust Fund 
awarded the Foundation $84,000 towards our historic site master 
plan. A talented team of historic architects, archaeologists, con- 
servators, historic landscape designers, and period specialists has 
been engaged to research the buildings and grounds and to make 
specific recommendations for the restoration and repurposing of 
the buildings and the thirty acres of woodland and farmland. 

The plan will be completed in a year, but the team is already 
offering guidance on some immediate restoration activities 
around the site. Thanks to their guidance, we have begun refur- 
bishing and repairing one of the worker’s cottages near the Log 
House. This cottage will be ready to open to the public in 2008. 

Another key 2007 grant was awarded by the Township of Par- 
sippany. We will use this grant to complete the restoration of the 
master bedroom in the Log House. This room is the last remain- 
ing unrestored room that is open to the public in the Log House. 
When the Museum reopens in April, visitors will see gleaming 
woodwork and beautifully restored walls. 

Energized by these 2007 successes we have entered 2008 with 
a new-found optimism and solid plans for the year ahead. The 
Board of Trustees has scheduled a retreat to develop a long-range 
strategic plan for The Stickley Museum at Craftsman Farms. 
Working with the remarkable group of individuals on the Board, 
I hope to build the Farms into a thriving center for the Arts and 
Crafts movement. We know that this was Gustav Stickley's 
original dream when he began building on this site nearly one 
hundred years ago. And we are now poised on the brink of ful- 
filling the promise of this inspiring place. 

In the years ahead the Farms will offer exhibitions, a refer- 
ence library, and many other new ways of deepening our visitors’ 
experiences. This will make the Farms a living site so that visi- 
tors will want return on a regular basis. High on our agenda will 
be the development of a visitors' center, improved signage, in- 
terpretative materials, craft demonstrations, workshops, lectures, 
activities for families, and hosting symposia. But we will never 
lose sight of what makes this site so important — the opportu- 
nity for the direct individual and personal experience of Gustav 
Stickley's vision in these unique surroundings.

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Is This the Last Year 


Lor the Arts & Crafts ас 


In a letter I sent out last summer with boxes of the promotional 
booklets I print each year, I made the comment that “this will 
mark our 2151 year, but without an influx of new collectors, we 
will have no guarantee that we will have a 22nd Arts & Crafts 
Conference." 

А few days later the emails starting rolling in. 

"Is it true that this will be the last year at the G.P.I.?” 

“I heard that this is the last year for the conference.” 

"Is the conference really coming to an end?” 

What I had hoped would motivate our exhibitors to distribute the 
booklets in their shops, galleries and shows started a rumor that 
the Arts & Crafts Conference at the Grove Park Inn was coming 
to an end. 

While that had not been my intent, it did give me reason to 
pause and think about more than just how I was going to deal 
with the loss of six meeting rooms this year, how rising fuel 
costs might effect our attendance, or how well each of our 181 
participants - seminar speakers, discussion leaders, exhibitors, 
artisans and demonstrators (not to mention 817 Grove Park Inn 
employees) - would do in meeting your expectations. 

Would it be naive - or idealistic - to think that this Arts & 
Crafts Conference would extend indefinitely into the future? The 
history of the Arts & Crafts movement is littered with shattered 
dreams. William Morris closed the doors to Morris & Company 
when he realized the working class whom he wished to help 
could not afford handcrafted items. Gustav Stickley lost touch 
with his clients - and in doing so lost his store, his factory, his 
magazine and his home - all after just fifteen years in business. 

William Grueby, Robert Jarvie, George Ohr, Harvey Ellis - 
the list of Arts & Crafts dreamers who died thinking they had 
failed in their quest is startling, but for each of them, there were

individuals who did not fall so early in the game: Leopold Stick- 
ley, Charles Limbert, Elbert Hubbard II, Clara Welles, Frank 

Lloyd Wright, J.M. Young, Dedham, Newcomb, Van Briggle and 
Rookwood potteries, Albert Stickley, Tiffany Studios and others. 
Many of these survived changes brought on not just by the Roar- 
ing Twenties, but also by the Great Depression and World War II. 

So what will determine whether this Arts & Crafts Conference 
goes down in history as an idea which ran its predictable course 
from initial excitement to inevitable indifference - or an event 
which each year for decades provided an educational forum, an 
outlet for the exchange of ideas, a market place for both old and 
new manifestations of the Arts & Crafts ideals, and an opportu- 
nity for us to connect with individuals we might never have met, 
individuals who share the same love, the same passion, the same 
values and the same commitment as we do? 

I won’t be the one to make that determination. This event 
stopped being ‘my’ Arts & Crafts Conference exactly twenty 
years ago, when our first group of attendees pledged that Satur- 
day night in the Great Hall to return for a second year. From that 
night on, this has been ‘your’ Arts & Crafts Conference. 

And so, toward our goal of meeting here again next year - and 
the year after that - I am asking you to make another pledge: 
next week you will send me one idea, opinion or suggestion to 
make your next Arts & Crafts Conference even better. 

And ГЇЇ take it from there. I'll find the people, the places and 
whatever else is necessary - from meeting rooms and display 
cases to bus drivers and audio visual technicians - to insure that 
what we have created together won't slide into obscurity.

Ignatius (Nace) Brock (1886-1950) was born near Jackson- 
ville, NC, but as a young man journeyed to New York City, where 
he studied at the Cooper’s Union Art School before returning to 
North Carolina to work as a photographer. In 1897 he married 
Ora Koonce and the young couple took the train to Asheville for 
their honeymoon. 

Brock fell in love with both Asheville and the surrounding 
area. After convincing his new bride that they should settle in 
Asheville, he opened his first studio in the Swannanoa Hotel. 
Over the course of the next twenty years Brock developed his 
own unique style of photography, and gained a national following 
through many national and international competitions. In addi- 
tion, he achieved recognition as a poet and painter as well. 

As Frank Thomson, curator at the Asheville Art Museum, 
has noted, “his approach to photography was clearly rooted in 
Pictorialism, the dominant style of photography during the Arts & 
Crafts era. Brock’s work includes many portraits of Ashevillians, 
both famous and obscure. He created carefully staged images, 
often featuring stylishly dressed young women. For the tour- 
ist trade, he photographed mountain landscapes and portraits of 
authentic mountain people.” 

On Saturday from 5:00pm until 7:00pm the Asheville Art Mu- 
seum has arranged a special reception for our attendees, including 
a private tour of the Nace Brock exhibit and a presentation by cu- 
rator Frank Thomson. Advance registration is required (and was 
included in your pre-conference packet), but if you are interested 
in attending, check for availability with the volunteers at the Art 
Museum table near our Registration Desk in the Sammons Wing. 
The cost is $25. 

If you have already made your reservation, stop by the Art 
Museum table to confirm it. Busses going to the museum, located 
in downtown Asheville, will board outside the Sammons Wing 
entrance fifteen minutes prior to their prompt departure time. 
Busses will begin returning to the Grove Park Inn at 6:40pm, in 
time for all of the Saturday evening events.

If you re not moving forward, 
you re going backward. 


When in 1987 I met with the staff here to plan the first Arts & 
Crafts Conference, I learned that the Inn was typically closed dur- 
ing the months of January and February. That year they opened 

a week early just for us - and barely completed the construction 
projects they had started in January. 

It seems like every few years since then we have arrived to 
find some part of the Inn under construction or just completed: 
the Great Hall bar, the Main Inn roof and skylight, the spa, the 
Palm Court, the Main Inn rooms, etc. - and this year is no excep- 
tion. Next door the G.P.I. is building The Fitzgerald, a 24-unit 
condominium project scheduled to be completed in 2009. Twelve 
of the units are already under contract. 

On the tenth floor in the Vanderbilt Wing workmen have de- 
molished three meeting rooms which we have utilized in the past. 
Behind those temporary plywood walls they are building three 
upscale retail shops which are scheduled to open before we return 
in 2009. We can only hope that some additional meeting rooms 
will be planned for the future. - BJ.

One Hundred and Seven Years 
Later, Biltmore Industries 
Maintains Ils Arts & Crafts 
Traditions - Right Next Door 


Often overshadowed by the Grove Park Inn, an even older Arts & 
Crafts enterprise - Biltmore Industries - sits atop a pleasant knoll 
just a few yards from the north side of the hotel. 

Started in 1901 as a woodcarving club for boys living near the 
Biltmore Estate, Biltmore Industries grew to include handmade 
furniture, basketry and homespun cloth under the patronage of 
George and Edith Vanderbilt. In 1917 Fred L. Seely, general man- 
age of the Grove Park Inn, purchased Biltmore Industries from 
Edith Vanderbilt and moved the woodworkers and weavers into 
five Arts & Crafts style workshops he had built next to the inn. 

From 1917 until his death in 1942, Seely directed the efforts 
of the men and women who worked at Biltmore Industries, con- 
centrating on the production of hand-woven homespun cloth used 
for custom-tailored suits, while maintaining the woodworking 
and woodcarving shop on a smaller scale. Production declined 
until the looms finally fell silent in 1972, but the gallery remained 
open, selling handmade items from western North Carolina. 

The Blomberg family, who had purchased Biltmore Industries 
from the Seely heirs, maintained the buildings, gradually trans- 
forming them into a thriving Arts & Crafts enterprise. While pre- 
serving the Arts & Crafts style, the owners converted the wood- 
working shop into a cafe; one of the weaving rooms became an 
automobile museum (with Roycroft chandeliers); another is now 
a museum featuring Roycroft furniture and Biltmore Industries 
carved items. Grovewood Gallery, consistently recognized as one 
of the foremost galleries in the entire country, occupies two floors 
of the main building, while the adjacent building has been con- 
verted into studio space for woodworkers, a stained glass artist, a 
pottery, a metalsmith studio and other artisans. 

The five original buildings sit on eleven acres of grounds and 
offer you the opportunity to explore an authentic Arts & Crafts 
site. Daily guided tours have been scheduled at no charge for 
conference attendees (pg. 18), or you can wander over on your 
own. Either way, be sure to notice the hand-made and hand- 
carved doors, the Roycroft and Biltmore Industries furniture - and 
a hand-made working loom - in the museum, plus the Roycroft 
chandeliers in the automobile museum designed and made by 
Karl Kipp. Demonstrations by artisans will also be taking place 
each day (pg. 17) and some studios and workshops may be open. 

To get to Biltmore Industries, take the glass elevator in the 
Vanderbilt Wing down to the lowest level (Elaine’s, 6th floor), 
then walk outside to the terrace, down the steps and across the 
road. From the Great Hall it takes less than ten minutes.

When an accident prevented Robert 
Winter from appearing at the February 
2007 Arts & Crafts Conference, David 
Lowden stepped in with his talk entitled 
"Will Bradley: His Look - Art Nouveau 
to Arts & Crafts." 

Will Bradley made his mark as the 
first to introduce American graphic design 
to the exuberance of the art nouveau 
style, becoming, as he did, a world class 
typographer, poster artist and book and 
magazine designer. Born in 1868 at the 
height of the Victorian era, he lived until 
1962, the heart of the modern age. In his 
youth he was known as America's Aubrey 
Beardsley; in his twilight years it was 
said that he had more influence on design 
for the printed page than any other living 
man. Like William Morris and Gustav 
Stickley, he envisioned himself as a 
designer, from books, magazines, catalogs 
and advertisements to posters, wallpaper, 
furniture and architecture. 


Starting in 1894 he brought to the 
magazine world the idea of using a dif- 
ferent cover each month, opening up a 
host of ‘canvases’ on which graphic artists 
could present their work. Soon thereafter 
he made his mark as a book designer — if 
you couldn't tell a book by its cover, at 
least you could sell a book by its cover! 

His greatest international fame came, 
however, as a poster artist, where he 
created many iconic designs at a time 
when the crave for collecting posters was 
growing. He also devised unique fonts and 
prepared interior designs for Ladies Home 
Journal. His magazines, Bradley: His 
Book and American Chap-Book, cemented 
his influence in graphic design. 

Starting around 1907 he shifted to the 
commercial world, serving as art editor for 
numerous magazines, including Colliers, 
Good Housekeeping and Century, wrote 
and illustrated children's stories and even 
directed a movie. 


Bradley took his inspiration from 
the best, including Morris, Beardsley, 
Maxfield Parish and Edward Penfield, 
melding them into a unique Bradley 
‘look’ in styles ranging from Aesthetic 
and Art Nouveau to Morrisian, Jugendstil, 
Arts & Crafts, Colonial Revival and even 
Midcentury Modern. Regardless of the 
style, however, Will Bradley was a con- 
summate craftsman, handling all aspects 
of the design process. His enduring legacy 
remains his ability to integrate the essence 
of good design into the commercial life of 
America. - D. L.
